Although 
she disappeared four weeks ago, when 
she met a man calling himself -Tohn Ben- 
nett, in answer to an advertisement for 
n girl to care for * child, the autopsy 
surgeon is positive that she was killed 
within the last ten.days. Evidence that 
she was strangled is found in the'fact 
that there were abrasions on her neck 
sud that a cord, small but strong and 
measuring seven .feet in length, with a 
bow knot at one end was found in th« 
toilet. On the strands were blood stains.

PATERSOK, -N. J., Feb. lO.-The 


fierce conflagration which burned' its way 
through the business center of Paterson 
yesterday, has completely spent -its force 
and'is quickly dying out in the ashes and 
broken brick of its ruiii. The firemen 
who hurried from other cities to save the 
endangered city have gone back to their 
homes and several companies of the local 
department have been ordered to their 
houses for the rest and refreshment they 
so sorely needed. Consrvative opinion 
inclined today to cut $2,000,000 from tlie 
aggregate loss of $10,000,000 agreed upon 
yesterday; «nd $8,000,000 will probably 
be accepted finally as the actual cost of 
the fire. No tabulation 
of ' individual 


losses that can be accepted as reliable 
has yet been mude; and it will be several 
days before satisfactory figures can. be 
had. Equally incomplete is the amount 
of insurance. Several of the largest los- 
ers, said that .they had not yet had.an 
opportunity to examine 
their policies 


and that meantime they could -not' tell 
what 'amount they carried. 
' Probably no fire of equal magnitude 
and widespread destruction ever produc- 
ed an equally small casualty list.. Doz- 
ens of firemen and the volunteers who la- 
bored with them wore slightly injured 
by falling bricks and timber, burned by 
flying fire brands or temporarily over- 
come by smoke, but only a few of them 
needed either surgical 
or medical aid. 


The small casualty list .is explained by 
the fact the people had ample warning 


and nearly every "refugee found shelter 
ut the house of some friend. •

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. JO.—T!u- mys- 


tery surrounding the murder of 10 j'ear 
old Nora Fuller, whose'nude body was 
found on a bed. in an unoccupied house 
on Sutter street, remains unsolved. The 
result of the autopsy has made it prac- 
tically certain that the girl was chloro- 
formed and then strangled. Although 
she. disappeared four weeks ago, when 
she. met «a man calling himself John Ben- 
nett, in answer to an advertisement for 
a girl to rare for a child, the autopsy 
surgeon is positive that she was killed 
within, the last ten,days. Evidence that 
she was strangled is found in the fact 
that there were abrasions on her neck 
and that a cord, small but strong and 
measuring seven feet in length, with a 
bow knot at one end was found in the 
toilet. On the strands were blood stains. 
Two handkerchiefs covered with blood 
were also found. A clumsy attempt had 
been made to burn the handkerchiefs, 
but they were only partially destroyed. 


There was nothing to indicate that the 


girl aiid Bennett, who under the name of 
C. B. Hawkins, is believed tq have rented 
the house, lived there. ' Neither^ Water 
nor gas .had been turned on and 
the 


neighbors heard 
no sounds 
from the 


place. 


Among the few things found in the 


place was.$, large scrap of paper torn 
from the Denver Post of Jan. 9. The 
man known as Bennett, or Hawkins, se- 
cured the key to the house on the day 
before the paper left the press in Den- 
ver, and as he alone had access to the 
place, he probably carried the scrap of 
paper there. On the scrap of paper is a 
dispatch from Muncie. Ind., saying that 
three months ago there disappeared from 
that place Charles Hawkins a barkeeper 
who is alleged-to have takeu $3.000 be- 
longing to h'is employer.

KANSAS CITY, Feb. 3.—Ehoda .Tay- 


lor made a written confession to the.po- 
lice at Argentine, Kas.3 across the river 
from here, today, that Noah Long, au 
aged stone mason, who disappeared mys- 
teriously from his home'there a week 
ago today, had been robbed and his body 
thrown into the Kaw river.

stripe lived on the street and that they 
petitioned for a change on that' ac- 
count. No one could dispute the expla- 
noiion and it Was allowed to pass at 
that. 


But just hgw the highway was first 


named Chippecotton street was dismiss- 
ed at length. One of the party, said lie 
believed it was taken from the name 
"SepeketonCs" an Indian name. It was 
claimed that in early days a little place 
on Root river, just east of James R. 
Slauson's home, where a mill was built 
by a Mr. See, was , known as "Sepeke- 
tonri," and that ;the street originated 
from that Indian name. There was a 
question as to whether such a place ever 
existed and one of the party produced 
the following communication to prove 
that there was:

Sec.- 
superintended the work. The 
mill wa;>; 


begun in the spring of 183G, and 
in a 


letter now before 'me, dated June 25. 
•1830, 'Mr. 'See says: "The water is so 
high we can do but little at the dam, 
*' * * Thomson has 
completed his 


work, with the 
exception of starting 


the mill when the da?n is done." 


.What success the mill had I do not 


know. I think Mr. See was running it 
iu 1840, and about thnfc time he sold out 
to Captnin Sage ami Enoch Thomson.

'A 1-3 CENT COW WANTED. 


The 2% cent coinage bill should be 


forthwith killed beyond any hope of 
resurrection, No one wants any such 
coin, even the department stores, who

nuisance, as a Chicago paper terms it, 
was introduced, by Congressman Cum- 
mings of New York, who most likely in- 
troduced it by request of soinc trust 
who otherwise can not get their squeez- 
ing processes down tight enough on the 
people. If this bill should, pass, the fears 
of many people would be perfectly justi- 
fied, that the Chinese Invasion was hav- 
ing its effect and that the .next thing 
would come in a demand, alleged re- 
mand, 'that is to say. for a coin some- 
thing like the Chinese cash,' .about''a 
tenth of a cent.

THE PBESlDBNTIAIi SUCCESSION. 
It has been thought best that the or- 


der of presidential succession as deter- 
mined by congress several years ago be 
made more secure through a constitu- 
tional amendment, and to this purpose a 
resolution has been introduced proposing 
such an amendment to the federal con- 
stitution which will give power to con- 
gress to enact such a law. But if this is 
desirable and dou'bts exist as to the 
power of congress; why not proceed to 
have such an amendment enacted which 
amendment shall exactly prescribe the 
presidential order of succession? 
Why 


any amendment give the power to con- 
gress to change at will the order, of suc- 
cession,. when it is now definitely known 
just what the order of succession should 
be and why such a provision .should ex- 
ist more definitely than the:present con- 
stitutional provision, 'The order of suc- 
cession as now determined should be in- 
corporated in an amendment adding the 
secretary of agriculture, . omitted from 
the list of eligibles, because at the time, 
there was no secretary of agriculture, 
and providing the succession order be" 
continued in future cabinet 
members as 


may be added. The friends of the pro-

from Ann Arbor that drugs are used by 
students there to aid them in examina- 
tions, has caused considerable discussion 
among students in Beloit college, be- 
cause the same conditions exist here, 
under slight limitations, although the 
fact is. not generally kno.wn.

amination, which kept their
